ami resisting an officer.

Cartlaiid and H.arry I.avensaik. Tlu* 
three first named deposlt(*(l s<*i uritj' for 
aiipearanci* liefore Keeorder Perry. The 
otlier tliree were held in custody, lat k- 
ing hail. Tlu*se were tried .Alonday 
morning iind seiiteneed to pay fines of 
jL’.'i eaeti or spend ten days in jail.

Ut'corder Perry 
was 111 doulil as«to his iiowers in tleal- 
ing wilh juveniles aiul consulted .Judge 
AA'ilhiir, vvlio infornu>il him lliat he liad 
powei* to punish or parole tlu ni. .Ae- 
eoidiiiglv .after tlu* tliree had spent two 
days in custody Keeorder Perry re- 
loased them on parole and they will 
Im* under tlie supervision of tlie pro- 
liation .iffieer. Tlu* tliree who were 
reltased on liail failed to appear, Tlieir 
j eases were i imlinued one week.

No bids were received on the three 
niunieipal bond issues amounting to 
$171,000, on which proposals were to be 
cntei talned at tlie meeting of tlie city 
trustees last night. While the fail¬ 
ure of the bond liouses to put in bids 
was a disiipiniinlinent to tlie trustees 
ami tile otlier citixens present, it was 
not tiltogetlier unexpected and does not 
signify by any means tliat the bonds 
cannot be sold at par. 

.Senator Hewitt, who lias been the 
city's legal adv iser tlirougli all the bond 
pf'ii iediiigs, vva.s presi iit at tlio meet¬ 
ing, He Htiggf sted the next step woum 
he to try to dlsiiose of the bonds at 
I'rivate sale. He spoke of some pos-

in b'inds lU me same class and thouglil 
a market niiglit lie found for part or 
all Ilf tile liiiiids. lie will investigate 
llie pos.sibllily of that mettlod of dis- 
p'lsing of the bonds.

State of Bond Market 

r.ipresentatives of bond houses who 
nave called at the city hall recently to 
investigatf the local issues have given 
discouraging reports of the condition 
of the bond market at the present lime. 
Tile attitude may have been due in 
part to a desire to "bear " the market 
in order to secure favorable considera- 
ti'in of proposals which would other¬ 
wise not look good. But there appears 
to be some reason for their allegations 
of a po'ir market. .Yiiiong other con¬ 
siderations was the elTect on the public 
mind of the recent freeze. Kegardless 
of llie slight local effects of the cold 
wave, the public, it is claimed, regards 
the citrus belt as having suffered a se¬ 
ven* Idovv. That feeling might make it 
difficult for the bond houses to rt'sell 
lioiuis purchased from municipal cor¬ 
porations in tiiat district, 

AA'hetlier or not there has been col- 
liisi'iii among riie bond buyers to pre¬ 
vent the submission of bids on the ad¬ 
vertised date is of course not easily de- 
teriiiincd. Such things have bi’cn 
known, sometiiiies merely to frighten 
^ nuinicipiilitios into accepting the lovv- 
; cst possilde tiguriN and sometimes to 
[■revent the carrying out of public en¬ 
terprises.
